Hungary Begins Intern-

VERECZKE, Hungary (at the 
Polish Frontier), Sept. 22 (AP).— 
The final internment of thousands 
of Polish soldiers and officers, 
routed by the German and Soviet 
Russian invasions, was started to- 
day here on Hungarian soil. 

Meanwhile, German units con- 
golidated their occupation of fron- 
tier points. As fleeing Poles moved 
down one side of the Carpathians 
the conquerors of Poland climbed 
the other toward the strategic bor- 


der passes. 
Long processions of Polish in- 


fantrymen and cavalrymen, with 
their guns and supply carts, moved 
through darkened frontier villages 
before dawn, on the way to intern- 


ment camps. 

Silently the tired men and their 
weary animals slogged through the 
mud. Occasionally dim light from 
a nearby window fell upon drawn 
faces but most of the time the 
marchers were muffled in dark- 
ness—a ghostly procession of the 
defeated. 

Terroristic Bands. 

Refugees coming through the 
Carpathian passes brought tales of 
wild rule over a small section of 
Poland by roving bands of Ukrain- 
fans whose signal for action ap- 
parently was the start last Sun- 
day of the Russian occupation. 

There were stories of day-long 
battles between Ukrainians and 
Polish police, of Poles and Jews 
alike killed in a wave of looting and 
destruction which completed the 
havoc started by German bombing 
planes. Entire villages were said 
to have been burned. 

Polish officers arriving on Hun- 
garian soil told of escaping from 
between the closing jaws of the 
German-Russian vise only to come 
upon smal] villages which “dripped 
with blood” from the activities of 
the terrorist bands. How the ter- 
rorists obtained their arms and 
ammunition was a mystery. 

A young cavalry officer told of 
flight from the Lwow district only 
two hours before arrival of the 
Russians. 

“Between Lwow and Stryj, to the 
south,” he said, “we found ®e en- 


trafice to the village of Mikolajow | 


barred by an enormous sign read- 
ing: ‘Heil Hitler! Hail Ukrainian 
Republic!’ 

Women and Children Killed. 

“In this village we found savage 
butchery of racial Poles and Jews 
men, women and children alike. 

“We found the proprietor of the 
hotel with his throat cut. 

“We restored order as best we 
could, shooting all terrorists we 
could find before continuing on. 

It was a terrible scene of death 
and destruction. 

“During that night as we rode 
south we passed several flaming 
villages, obviously fired by the ter- 
rorists.” 

Ukrainians were reported to have 
taken possession of Lwow, Stryj 
and Stanislawow and for a time 
had their own government. 

There was no noticeable appre- 
hension in Hungary's highland 
province of Ruthenia—despite the 
nearness of German and Soviet 
armies. Among the simple Rus- 
sian-speaking peasants respect for 
Russia seemed to have been great- 
ly increased by reecnt events. 

There was no question but that 
these Ruthenians—formerly citi- 
zens of Czecho-Slovakia—preferred 
Russians across the border to Ger- 
mans. 

There was no obvious reinforce- 
ment of the Hungarian frontier 
guard beyond the strength needed 
to control the influx of Polish sol- 
diers but it was taken for granted 
that Hungary was ready for any 
eventuality. 

Ukranian Terrorists. 

Young Ukrainian terrorists roam- 
ing the countryside were said to 
have apparently picked their arms 
and ammunition from thin air, with 
guns and cartridges in plentiful 
supply from mysterious sources. 

One Polish officer told me that 
the terror outbreaks apparently 
were arrangec to begin the moment 
Russian troops set foot on Polish 
60il last Sunday. 

Meanwhile, the flight of Polish 
civilian and military refugees into 
Hungary al Ibut stopped.

Tells of Rescue by Planes 


Kensington Court’s Skipper Calls It ‘the 
Modern Method’—Says Men Cheered 


British Aviators. 


LONDON, Sept. 22 (AP).—Capt. 
J. Schofield of the British steamer 
Kensington Court described today 
how he and his crew of 33 men 


were rescued by Royal Air Force 
flying boats a half hour after a 
submarine sank their ship. 
The captain, who said he was a 
seaman during the World War but 
never had a ship sunk before, de- 
scribed the rescue “the modern 
method.” 
Capt. Schofield said he sighted 
the suk narine about a mile away 
shortly before it fired its first shot. 
There was no warning, he said, 

“We sent out an S O S when the 
submarine started firing, but still 
steamed on,” he said, telling how 
the first shells fell short. 

“Finally one shell went across 
the stern and we decided to take 
to the boats. One shell struck so 
close the ship shuddered and then 
we were struck on the starboard 
side.” 

The lifeboat on that side was 
dropped in the water, he related, 


when one of the men lowering it 
was shocked by the explosion. 

All 34 of the men then climbed. 
into the remaining boat. 

“Shortly afterward we sighted a 
plane approaching,” Schofield as- 
serted. ‘“‘We stood up in the boat 
and started to cheer. At first we 
didn’t think it possible to be res- 
cued that way, but we thought the 
plane would get help for us. Then 
we saw the planc was alighting. 

“An officer climbed out on the 
wing. He asked how many there 
were and said he could only take 
about 20. 

“About that time we saw a sec- 
ond plane appear. It circled over- 
head and then came down. The sea 
was choppy, but we were taken on 
board without difficulty.” 

He said that about half an hour 
elapsed between the time the sub- 
marine appeared and the time the 
crew took to the lifeboat and an- 
other half hour before they were 
rescued. The submarine, he said, 
steamed away on the surface when 
the first plane came in sight.

Communications Cut Of?. 


Traveling by automobile yester- 
day high up in the Carpathian 
mountain passes I found all com- 
munications into Poland cut off, 
indicating that villages and towns 
in Poland not yet occupied by the 
Germans and Russians had been 
abandoned under pressure of the 
terror. 

Remarkable scenes _ persisted, 
however, in these picturesque 
mountains where small cemeteries 
with rows of crosses indicate bat- 
tle lines of 1915 between the Rus- 
sians and Hungarians. 

I saw Polish cavalrymen weep- 
ing unashamed as they gave up 
their arms and said farewell to 
their horses. 

There were cavalcades of Polish 
soldiers pouring into Hungary, 
some in trucks and busses—all with 
despair and tragedy written all 
over their unshaven faces. 

I talked with a Polish army 
doctor as he bandaged a fresh bul- 
let wound in the leg of a 20-year- 
old Polish soldier. 

“To me it is all like a bad dream, 
something not real,” he said. 

“We had a good army but we 
could not cope with those endless 
floods of tanks and planes.”

Navy Knew of U-Boat Off Pacific 
Coast Two Weeks Ago. 

ABERDEEN, Wash., Sept. 22 
(AP).—Presence of a German sub- 
marine off the Pacific Coast was 
known to the Navy Department 
two weeks ago, the Aberdeen 
World said it learned from a re- 
liable source today. 

Shortly after the German freight- 
er Portland disappeared from Puget 
Sound, it said, radio calls identified 
as those of a U-boat were heard 
“somewhere offshore” by a harbor 
radio station which notified the 
navy. The submarine apparently 
was attempting to reach the Port- 
land, The signals came in loudly, 
indicating to radio operators the 
submarine was 50 to 75 miles off 
the Washington coast. 

While the signals. were clear and 
easily identified, they were of short 
duration, so short it was impossible 
to get a bearing on the craft's posi- 
tion. 

Radio operators said the call let- 
ters were identified as that of a 
German submarine in the official 
list of call letters.

TURKEY WORKS TO GET

ISTANBUL, Sept. 22 (AP).—Au- 
thoritative sources said today that 
a Turkish-Soviet Russian mutual 
assistance pact would be concluded 
by Foreign Minister Sukru Sara- 
coglu, who now is en route to Mos- 
cow, 

They said the projected treaty 
was expected to reinforce strongly 
Turkey’s position in the Dardanelles 
and to assure safeguarding the 


Balkans from invasion by an “un- 
friendly Power.” 

Turkish officials said the pact 
would complement Turkey’s agree- 
ment with Great Britain and 
France. 

(Great Britain announced on May 
12 she and Turkey had pledged aid 
to each other “in event of an act 
of aggression leading to war in 
the Mediterranean.” France and 
Turkey signed a declaration em-

The bodies of two others who po- 
lice said had killed themselves 
when troops surrounded the house 
in which they had taken refuge, 
were carted to the scene and 
dumped on the pavement. 

The seven prisoners, terror shin- 
ing from their eyes, were stood in 
a line nearby. 

A smail crowd gathered on the 
sidewalk . . . clouds obscured the 
moon . only flickering street 
lamps lighted the strange midnight 
scene. 

Uniformed executioners walked 
behind each straining figure sil- 
huoetted in the fantastic light. 
Each Man Shot Behind the Ear. 
Then, using the alleged assassins’ 
own revolvers, each executioner 
thrust his weapon behind a man’s 
ear and pulled the trigger. 

Seven muffled explosions sound- 
ed; seven bodies dropped to the 
asphalt. 

Police quickly roped off an ob- 
long area enclosing the nine bodies 
and a neatly-lettered warning to 
others with possible anti-Govern- 
ment ideas has hung neaby.

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129 MORE ALIENS ADMITTED 
TO. AMERICAN CITIZENSHIP 


Second Naturalization Session in 
Month Makes Up for One 
Omitted in August. 


United States District Judge 
Charles B. Davis admitted 129 
aliens to American citizenship to- 
day, following the admission of 130 
yesterday. The two naturalization 
sessions were held because the us- 
ual monthly session was omitted in 
August. The totals were within 
the average of 120 to 140 a month. 

Under a new law aliens make a 
general renunciation of allegiance 
to foreign princes and states, in- 
stead of*the specific one required 
before. This expedited the process, 
since the oath could be adminis- 
tered to groups of about 40, and also 
because it removed such vexing prob- 
lems as that, for example, of which 
administration a Czech should re- 
nounce. 

In welcoming the aliens to citi- 


zenship, Judge Davis pointed out 
that the national debt is now 40 
‘billions of dollars. Citizens have 
‘the obligation to pay this debt, he 
continued, and he welcomed those 
who were about to share the re- 
sponsibility, 

Germans, including a few Aus- 
trians and Czechs, were the larg- 
est group in the 16 nationalities 
represented. There were 42. Next 
came the Italians with 23 and the 
Poles with 15,

McKittrick’s Explanation of Delay 
in Ouster Suits. 

In an open letter to the Kansas 
City Star two days ago, Attorney- 
General McKtitrick explained the 
status of the ouster suits.

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It. Defines Rights of Neutrals 
in War but There Is No 
Court to Enforce It. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP).— 
International law, which President 
Roosevelt said the United States 
should follow in the present Euro- 
pean war, is the slow outgrowth of 


custom and compacts among na- 
tions, generally arising from war 
and conquest. 

The President told Congress yes- 
terday that “repeal of the (arms) 
embargo and return to internation- 
al law are the crux of this issue.” 

International law developed 
largely from the protests of neu- 
tral nations against the invasion of 
their peace and security by coun- 
tries at war. 

In olden times there was only 
one international law—force. But 
out of the horrors: of the Thirty 
Years’ war in the seventeenth cen- 
tury came a spirit of protest 
against international anarchy. 
Hugo Grotius, an eminent Dutch 
jurist, who died in 1645, is generally 
credited with being the father of 
international law, which has 
evolved through the centuries as 
a set of principles governing the 
sovereign rights of a nation. 


No Court to Enforce Rules. 

But there is no court for en- 
forcing it. The International Court 
at The Hague conciliates differ- 
ences between nations, but it can- 
not enforce its decisions. 

International law depends for 
its effective execution primarily 
on approval or condemnation by 
world opinion of the actions of cer- 
tain nations. 

Since much of international law 
originated by way of protest against 
the anarchy engendered by war, it 
is concerned largely with rules 
which seek to mitigate the rigor of 
war conduct. Many of them have 
been embodied in treaties. 

The rights of neutrals were out- 
lined in the Treaty of London of 
1909, which many nations, includ- 
ing the United States, signed, but 
few ratified. The treaty often was 
violated in the World War but still 
is regarded as a fundamental 
thesis. 


Shipping War Materials. 


Under it neutrals had the right 
to ship war materials to any bel- 
ligerent, but at the same time any 
belligerent had the right to seize 
such materials en route to his en- 
emy or to an adjacent neutral for 
trans-shipment. 

The treaty defined conditions un- 
der which a ship could be sunk 
and outlined what measures had to 
be taken to assure the safety of its 
crew and passengers. It described 
blockades, contraband and unneu- 
tral acts. 

The submarine convention of 
1936, which still is in force, defined 
measures for the safety of crew 
and passengers which a submarine 
must take before it torpedoes or 
shells a ship. 

Other agreements or pledges 
cover attacks on civilian popula- 
tions, bombing of unfortified towns 
from the air, the use of poison 
gases and bacteria. 

American courts regard interna- 
tional law as part of the law of the 
land and it has been so recognized 
in Supreme Court opinions.

Less than a score of those polled 
favored “a return to international 
law,” as recommended in the pres- 
idential message. About a dozen 
of the more ardent New Dealers 
volunteered that they wanted the 
special session to be confined to 
neutrality revision, one of the defi- 
sone recommendations of the Presi- 
ent, 


As applied to the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, the poll revealed 
that the administration has 13 and 
perhaps 15 votes on this powerful 
group ‘of 23 members for repeal of 
the embargo. It will be recalled 
that this committee, on the motion 
of Clark of Missouri, voted 12 to 11 
to postpone action on the neutrality 
bill during the closing days of the 
last session. While that vote on 
July 11 was one to postpone action 
rather than report favorably on the 
administration bill introduced by 
Chairman Pittman, the roll-call was 
interpreted as indicative of admin- 
istration strength. The only excep- 
tion to this interpretation was Gil- 
lette (Dem.), Iowa, who despite his. 
vote to postpone was known to 
favor changes in the present neu- 
trality law.

ON LNDBERGH SPEEC 


Dispute Over Move to Print It 
in Congressional Record, Per- 
mission Is Finally Granted. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP). 
—The recent speech of Col. Charlies 
A. Lindbergh, in which he urged 
the United States to stay aloof 
from the European struggle, pro- 
duced the first fight of the special 
session of Congress yesterday. 


Senator Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, succeeded in having 
the speech inserted in the Congres- 
sional Record after two clashes 
with administration Senators and 
a threat to read the entire speech 
to Senators anxious to end the first 
day’s session. 

(The Lindbergh speech did not 
mention the arms embargo, but 
some commentators thought its 
tenor was favorable to retention of 
the embargo.) 

Soon after the Senate met, Tobey, 
an opponent of the Roosevelt effort 
to alter the neutrality law, asked 
for unanimous consent to have the 
address inserted in the record. 

“Is there objection,” asked Vice- 
President Garner. 

“I object,” shouted Senator Pitt- | 
man (Dem.), Nevada, chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee. ; 

“Objection is heard,” Garner 
shouted and then recognized Ma- 
jority Leader Barkley who moved 
a recess until time for President 
Rosevelt’s speech in the: House 
chamber. 

Tobey approached Barkley and 
the Democratic leader assured him 
there would be no trouble in get- 
ting the speech in the record later. 

“IT thought politics was adjourned 
a. this session,” Tobey told a group 
of reporters. “That’s the first ex- 
hibit of it. It was the narrowest, 
most political thing that could have 
happened.” 

When Tobey informed Barkley 
he was playing politics, Barkley 
replied .that Senator Pittman 
thought Tobey was doing that.

That Hitler remarked he wanted 
to finish his life “as an artist and 
not as a warmonger.” 

That Hitler said Japan would be 
the “winner” of a European war. 

“Excitable, Uncompromising.” 

On. Aug. 23, Henderson said, “Hit- 
ler was excitable and uncompro- 
mising” when he first saw him. 
“His language was violent and ex- 
aggerated both as regards England 
and Poland.” Later in the day, 
however, he saw Hitler when he 
“was quite calm ... and never 
raised his voice once.” 


On the occasion of his first visit |* 


that day, Henderson gave Hitler 
Prime Minister Chamberlain’s letter 
suggesting a truce to permit direct 
discussions between Poland and 
Germany in regard to’ minority 
populations. 

Hitler's reply, the Blue Book said, 
was that “Germany had nothing to 
lose, and Great Britain much; that 
he did not desire war but would 
not shrink from it if it was neces- 
sary, and that his people were 
much more behind him than last 
September,” the time of the Czecho- 
Slovak crisis.

You are on French 
soil. 

When the Kaiser’s armies surged 
over that route in 1914,and over oth- 
er main Belgian roads paralleling it, 
they took everything in their 


present in force on the European 
continent, intsead of still in their 
native island, as the “Old Con- 
temptibles” were in 1914 at the mo- 
ment when the German vanguards 
crossed from Aachen into Belgium.

| French-Belgian frontier, ready to 


march into Belgium just as soon as 
news comes that Germany has in- 
vaded Belgian territory. 

These three things taken together 
ought to mean that Belgians and 
British can concentrate against 
German invaders around Namur, 
with most of Belgium and all of 
France behind them, instead of at 
Charleroi-Mons, as they did in 1914, 
with most of Belgium already over- 
run by the Germans. Instead of 
being fought at the gates of Paris, 
with practically all of Belgium and 
10 French departments in German 
hands, another battle of the Marne 
may be staged around Namur this 
year, before a single Belgian or 
British or French division has 
been crushed in unequal combat 
and before a single German soldier 
has set foot on French soil. 

Or maybe the French and British 
will forestall German invasion of 
France via Belgium by going 
through the latter themselves on 
the way to Germany; either by in- 
vitation from the Belgians or with- 
out being asked. For they are in 
the ring against rough opponents, 
for Whom no rules exist and no 
blow or hold is barred.

war her riches, and, in short, the 
very foundations of her Govern- 
ment and economy, in order at the 
right moment to take the leader- 
ship from Great Britain’s exhaust- 
ed hand. 

“After financial leadership, trade 
and business leadership falls in the 
lap and the same troubled En- 
glishmen see the time not far dis- 
tant when, at certain places in the 
British Empire, the English flag 
will be taken down and that of the 
Worth American world empire will 
be raised.” 

The Hamburg newspaper Frem- 
Genblatt gave in detail the present 
United States Neutrality Law and 
asserted revision of it to provide 
for a cash and carry plan “touched 
the very fundamentals of neutrality 
which the American people on the 
basis of their experience in the last 
war had defined.” 

The great majority of Americans, 
the newspaper said, believed the 
United States’ loans to the allies in 
the World War brought them into 
the conflict, “the results of which 
knocked all their ideals in the 
head.” 

The newspaper said “it is well 
known what the motives for raising 
the arms embargo are. They are 
outspokenly materialistic in char- 
acter and for the most part would 
benefit solely big capital.” 

The Deutsche Allgemeine Zei- 
tung, in the first German newspa- 
paper comment on the President's 
message said: 

“Roosevelt emphasized his one 
object was ‘to keep this country 
out of war.’ He'and with him ev- 
ery American citizen knows that 
these were the very words used 
by the Democrat Wilson in his 1916 
election campaign.” 


Paris Restrained, London Optimis- 
tic on Embargo Speech. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 22, (AP) 
President Roosevelt’s request to 
congress to lift the arms embargo 
was met with restrained comment 
in Paris and hopeful optimism in 

London. 

In Paris, the authoritative news- 
paper Le Temps commented on 
Roosevelt's speech as “invoking the 
necessity to better assure American 
security and prevent as much as 
possible the United States being 
drawn into the war.”

statutes provide that only certain 
designated officials are entitled to 
opinions from McKittrick’s office. 
"Due to the press of official busi- 
ness it is impossible for this de- 
partment to render opinions to any 
other than those designated by the 
statute,” the letter said. 

The statute mentioned by Tay- 
Jor, Section 11,274, lists various of- 
ficials eligible to receive opinions 
from the Attorney-General, includ- 
ing “the head of any state de- 
partment.” The St. Louis Police 
Department is a State agency, 
board members being appointed by 
the Governor. 

Next Step Not Indicated. 

Liberman told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today he did not know what 
the next step would be but indi- 

ated there would be no relaxation 
of the police campaign against 
handbook betting. 

His request to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, sent Sept. 11, did not men- 
tion the Pioneer News Service, the 
only group furnishing racing infor- 
mation to St. Louis bookmakers, 
but referred to “a so-called news 
service transmitting over telephone 
wires information relating to horse 
racing.”

Danger for Europe as a Whole 


Germans, Not Wishing to Leave the East Un- 
guarded, May Reverse, in Part, the Move- 
ment of Troops to Western War Area.

Square-jawed King Carol steadied 
Rumania through a night of des- 
perate crisis, after the assassina- 
tion of Premier Calinescu and an 


attempted coup against the Govern- 
ment by elements officially de- 
scribed as belonging to the pro- 
Nazi Iron Guard of turbulent his- 
torv. 

The position, however, remained 
razor-edged and dangerous in the 
extreme, not only for Rumania but 
for Europe as a whole. ' 

Ever since the Polish crisis boiled | 
over, this greatest of the Balkan | 
nations has been trying to hide 
from covetous eyes. Rumania’s 
sides bulge with lands taken from 
other countries—Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary and Russia—all on its bor- 
ders. 

And Hitler badly needs Ruma- 
nia’s rich oil field for prosecution 
‘of the war. Berlin already has a 


strong hold on the country, but re- 
portedly has found recent efforts 
to gain complete control of the oil 
blocked by Calinescu. 

Rumania’s Precarious Position. 

Rumania has been trying her 
utmost to steer a neutral course, 
though her heart is with the Anglo- 
French Allies. But she is under 
the big guns of Nazidom and dare 
not challenge Berlin too far. 

Rumania’s big fear of the mo- 
ment is that yesterday's trouble 
may be used as an excuse by an

May Reverse German Plans. 


With Poland virtually crushed, 
Germany has been moving large 
numbers of troops, war planes and 
heavy arms from the east to the 
Western front for operations against 
the Anglo-French Allies. Now, one 
would expect that this movement 
might stop, or even be reversed in 
part, for the Germans surely dare 
not leave Eastern Europe unguard- 
ec at such a time. 

The fiery Balkan states have 
been treading narrow paths since 


often have to bend with the wind, 
which now is howling down their 
slopes from both Germany and 
Russia. It would be the height of 
folly, however, for Nazidom to leave 
the cockpit of Eastern Europe un- 
guarded. 

The Anglo-French brotherhood 
has been quietly working to try to 
break Mussolini away from the Ber- 
lin-Rome axis and bring him on to 
the allied side. With him they hope 
to swing most of the Balkans. 

The allied success or failure in 
this venture may depend a great 
deal on what Russia’s future atti- 
tude is. 

The development on the Western 
front which is exciting most com- 
ment, perhaps because it is a mys- 
tery, is a reported heavy concentra- 
tion of German troops and large 
numbers of war planes at Aix-la- 
Chapelle (Aachen) an important 
junction near the Belgian and 
Netherlands borders. 

Quite naturally both these little 
countries have been anxious, re- 
membering the lightning invasion 
of Belgium by Germany at the 
outbreak of the World War. Ru- 
mors of an impending invasion 
got so strong that yesterday Ger- 
man Propaganda Minister Goeb- 
bels vigorously denied Germany in- 
tended to violate the neutrality 
either of these countries or of 
Luxembourg. 


Sensible German Attitude. 

That perhaps will not quiet the 
anxiety of Nazidom’s little neigh- 
bors, or of the Allies. But, quite 
apart from any moral aspect of 
the case, the Propaganda Miuinis- 
ter's assertion sounds like sense. 

There could be no point in Ger- 
many trying to break through that 
way, excepting as a measure of | 
desperation when everything else | 
had failed.

Mr. Roosevelt’s message to Congress, urging repeal 

of the arms embargo and adoption of the cash-and- 
carry plan together with other safeguards against 
war, had the familiar quality of clarity that dis- 
tinguishes his state papers—a quality of particular

to confuse revision of the Neutrality Act with inter- 
vention in the European war.

St. Louis should be particularly pleased that At- 
torney-General Murphy and the head of the anti-trust 
division, Thurman.

Building costs here have 
been scandalously high. Construction trade unions 
have been overrun with hoodlums and racketeers. A 
thorough-going Federal probe and indictments where 
warranted in St. Louis will yield local benefits while 
contributing valuable data to the national investiga- 
tion. 
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GO SIGN ON BACK TAX COLLECTION. 

The State Supreme Court has upheld the consti- 
tutionality of the delinquent tax suit law, passed by 
the 1939 Legislature. Thus the way is opened for 
City Collector Baumann to take action on the huge 
amount of unpaid reality taxes due the City Treasury. 

Tax delinquencies in the city totaled $12,278,182 at 
the end of the last fiscal year, including $8,722,781 
on real estate and $3,355,400 on personal property. 
Mr, Baumann is prepared to go into action at once 
on 3421 tax-délinquent parcels of property, against 
which $2,635,239 in taxes and penalties for 1932-38 
is outstanding. The court's decision makes it possi-

Can it be done? That depends on Britain 
and France. If these two Powers attempt 
it, Rumania’s part will be important. For 
in Rumania lie the only large oil wells in 
non-Russian Europe. Hitler wants to get 
those oil wells, and to get them intact. -He 
will therefore try to do so without armed in- 
vasion—try to make Rumania, by simple 
threats, produce and deliver oil to meet his 
needs, As the owners of the oil, and others, 
too, must be reluctant to destroy this great 
source of income, both private and national, 
there will be strong support for capitulation. 

But many Rumanians will see that Hit- 
ler’s demands are bound to grow and grow, 
that he will send technicians to raise 
production, that the certain end of this will 
be a German occupation of Rumania, espe- 
cially since Germany will soon be unable to 
pay for the oil. If at that point Rumania 
decides, with British and French help, to 
resist, it will be essential to defend Ru- 
mania effectively against invasion; should 
the defense be ineffective and the oil fields 
have to be abandoned, then destruction, how- 
ever scientifically it was carried out, would 
deprive Hitler of the oil for only a few 
months.

London and Paris have tended to think 
of Rumania as doomed. The Rumanians 
are, of course, inadequately equipped, as the 
mobilization of last March showed, they 
badly need uniforms and boots, airplanes 
and anti-aircraft guns. These are just the 
things that Great Britain this summer could 
not spare, and unfortunately, the British 
would not let Rumania buy them elsewhere 
with British credit. ; 

Moreover, the extreme corruption of Ru- 
manian politics, which had its origin in the 
practice of the Ottoman Empire of farming 
out the Government to a succession of Greek 
tax-gatherers, made the French and British 
slow to give credits. 

Yet even in the matter of equipment, Ru- 
mania is far better_off than it was in 1916. 
In 1916, it mobilized 850,000-men, but only 
500 machine guns. Today there are machine 
guns in fair quantity and of the latest Czech 
type, and heavy artillery has been coming 
through from Skoda all summer under a 
secret clause of the German trade ‘pact. 

Some 350,000 men, by a conservative esti. 
mate, have first-rate equipment; the stocks 
of arms accumulated in the last war are in 
good repair; and the army is confident that 
it could hold up large-scale infantry attacks. 
About mechanized attacks there is leas 
confidence, but a large part of the country 
is mountainous, wooded and roadiless, 

What about morale? In the West, most 
people think of the Rumanian as a poor 
fighter, The Germans do not. The battle 
of Marasesti, in which Rumanian peasants 
defeated Mackensen by stretching their thin 
line out to take the place of company after 
company of Russian deserters, was one of 
the most heroic struggles of the World War. 
It won Mackensen’s praise; and a recent 
German military handbook also praises 
highly the courage of the Rumanian soldier,

9 per cent of the population. The Germans 
number about 700,000, or 4 per cent of the 
population. In Transylvania, the Germans 
voted to be included in Rumania in 1918, 
but the rise of Hitler has turned the heads 
of the younger men. They have been sys- 
tematically organized—the Reich spent 40,- 
000,000 lei on the Iron Guard In one election. 

When King Carol visited London last 
year, the Germans blew up several bridges 
in Rumania. The Rumanian Government 
has had to cancel most hunting licenses be- 
cause the Germans were using them to 
amass firearms, Rumania is crawling with 
German agents, more than one of whom was 
active in Prague at the time of Munich. 

* ” “« 

There are more Jews than Germans in 
Rumania—about 5 per cent of the popula- 
tion. Rumanian anti-Semitism is old and 
deep-rooted, and the part played by the 
Jews in helping the German occupation of 
1917 and 1918 intensified it. Since Rumania 
doubled in size at the end of the war, the 
needs of the new state absorbed the output 
of the universities for some 15 years, dur- 
ing which time the Jews gained control of 
about half the country’s commerce and in- 
dustry; but after 1932, Rumanian graduates 
began to need jobs, and this at a time of eco- 
nomic crisis. A wave of anti-Semitism there- 
fore was inevitable, and Hitler encouraged it. 

A greater weakness is the corruption 
and inefficiency of Rumanian public life. 
The Government is trying hard to end this 
—for instance, by replacing the political pre- 
fects with soldiers and by retiring many 
civil servants who owe their jobs solely to 
the spoils system. But the trouble still is 
that nearly all Rumanian officials are so 
underpaid that without baksheesh they and 
their families would starve. 

So, even if Russia stayed neutral, the sit- 
uation would still be dubious. There is a 
widespread distrust not only of Russia but 
of France and Great Britain as well. It be- 
gan when the Allies promised in 1916 that 
Gen. Sarrail would help Rumania by taking 
the offensive from Salonika; Rumania went 
to war, but the offensive never materialized. 

But the peasants of Rumania know which 
side they are on. They are so anti-Nazi that 
on the rafts that float down the Bistrita 
River they use the word “Hitler” as a term 
of abuse which they shout from raft to raft. 

What is more, at the great testing-time in 
September last year, the Rumanians had the 
courage to stand by the Czechs, although 
they were worse equipped than they are now. 
They even had the integrity, when Col. Beck 
Came to Galati to invite them te join in the 
partition of Czecho-Slovakia, to send him 
home with a flea in his ear, refusing to take 
the Rumanian villages of Ruthenia, even 
though these asked to be taken. 

If not now, then on the day that the spirit 
of liberty splits apart the great totalitarian 
empires as a growing tree can split a wall, 
these facts will be vital.

IN FLASHING FORM 


Clare Boothe Comedy, at 


Loew’s Theater, Has All- 
Star Feminine Cast. 


By COLVIN McPHERSON 

HE feminine zoo that Clare 
T Boothe rounded up for her stage 

success, “The Women,” went on 
exhibition at Loew’s Theater yes- 
terday in the motion picture of the 
same name. The new film is one 
of the glossiest items of the year, 
fast comedy superbly cast and 
capably performed. 

Except in not allowing Miss Boothe 
to keep some of her saltier expres- 
sions, the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
studio has done exceedingly well 
by the original author of the com- 
edy. The cast includes some of the 
most expensive talent in Hollywood 
—Norma Shearer, Joan Crawford, 
Rosalind Russell, Mary Boland, 
Paulette Goddard, Joan Fontaine 
and other less noted but experi- 
enced players. No man, not even 
the shadow of one, comes into the 
picture. 

The pattern, as 
play, is simple. The catty girl 
friends of Mary Haines (Norma 
Shearer) discover that her hus- 
band has developed an infatuation 
for a girl who works at a per- 
fume counter. They see to it that 
Mary finds out and keep deviling 
her until she gets a divorce. Then 
Mary decides she can claw as well 
as the rest of the pack and claws 
her way right back to Stephen 
Haines. 

The astonishing thing about the 
film, as about the play, is its reve- 
lation of how the females of sleek 
society spend their time—in beauty 
parlors, stores, in bath and at 
bridge table, an almost unbeliev- 
able routine. “The Women,” fi- 
nanced by the extraordinary  re- 
sources of the screen, is the most 
satiny thing imaginable, two hours 
crowded with crazy hats; perfumes, 
powder and a gabble that will make 
almost any man beat his wife and 
enjoy it. 

Greatest curiosity on the part of 
the: public, no doubt, will be to see 
how Anita Loos and Jane Murfin, 
the screen play writers, have tamed 
down Miss Boothe’s script. Chiefly 
that is done with synonyms that 
have an established place in the 
dictionary and the absence of fire 
and brimstone will disappoint no 
patrons except those whose ears 
are accustomed to the stage play. 


Miss Shearer, whose specialty is 
heavy drama, tries to tear the heart 
a little for Mary Haines but does 
not succeed too well since Mary 
was not meant to be highly intel- 
ligent. Similarly Miss Crawford’s 
version of Crystal’ the Other 
Woman is much too sherry-flip by 
s .ge comparisons. Miss Russell, 
however, presents a Sylvia Fowler, 
the chief gossip, that is a comedy 
triumph and the greatest success 
of the entire show. 


Much credit must go to Director 
George Cukor for making all the 
feminine characters stand out in- 
dividually and for putting a tender- 
ness in several scenes played by 
Joan Fontaine that was not ob- 
served in any of the stage versions 
that came to St. Loris. 
“The Women” is piayed as a sin- 
gle feature, with only short sub- 
jects to round out the program.

Returns After Gathering Rare Cacti in 6000- 


Mile Auto and Walking Trip Across 


Wastes of Mexico. 


“The deserts of Mexico with their 
fascinating flowers, inspiring scen- 
ery, and mysterious wildness,” 
yielded 200 new cacti and plants of 
the succulent type for the collec- 
tion at Shaw’s Garden during a 
6000-mile plant-hunting. trip, from 
which Ladisiaus Cutak of the gar- 
den staff recently returned. 

The plants found on the trip, 
which include about 25 rarer kinds, 
make an important addition to the 
Garden’s collection of desert plants, 
recognized as one of the most ex- 
tensive in America. Much of the 
collection was built up on other 
trips Cutak made in Southwestern 
states, during which he traveled 
15,000 miles by automobile and on 
foot. Besides the plants, Cutak has 
taken hundreds of photographs of 
desert plants in their natural hab- 
itat. ee 

Accompanied by August Bantel, 
St. Louis nurseryman and cacti en- 
thusiast, Cutak began his trip this 
summer in the state of Coahuila 
across the Texas border and went 
as far as Acapulco on the Pacific 
Ocean, almost 1000 miles to the 
south, often traveling bypaths and 
secondary roads. 

Bulletin Describes Hunt. 

In the Garden bulletin for Sep- 
tember, Cutak describes a day's 
hunt: “At El Chorro (meaning the 
gush or flow in reference to the 
cascades there) we: scrambled up 
the steep mountainside and every 
inch of ground revealed some fas- 
cinating form of desert life. 

“Glistening silver in the sun 
were numerous clumps of the low 
clavellina, the most beautiful of 
the wicked chollas. At the same 
time this cylindric-jointed opuntia 
is easily the most infernal cactus, 
ready to sink its treacherous thorns 
into the flesh of the unwary pagser- 
by. 

“Equally as alarming is_ the 
lechuguilla, a member of the Agave 
group, which thrives with. exuber- 
ance from the canyon floor up to 
the highest summits. The sharp 
daggers of a low-growing yucca 
and the bandsaw blades of the sotai 
added to our discomfort, trespass- 
ers in a haughty plant domain. 

“In the crevices and crags of 
rocks were growing both giant and 


slender, erect, rod-like branches, up 
to three feet high. 


ruby-spined columns of one of the 
most colorful of barrel cacti. The 
tallest specimen measured seven 
feet, the surface being divided into 
22 compressed ribs, the areoles be- 
ing crowned by long yellowish 
hairs and highly-colored spines. 
' “Prickly ocotillo waved its long, 
wand-like stems in the breeze, 
while thousands of Hechtia texen- 
sis, consisting of dense rosettes of 
spiny recurved leaves, cluttered 
the gorund for miles around, 
When evening shadows began to 
lengthen, a cursory examination of 
our bodies revealed innumerable 
lacerations and bruises, the result 
of steep climbing, accidental stum- 
bling and unavoidable contacts 
with viciously armed plants that 
beset the path in Mexico’s deserts.” 
Cutak describes finding the 
unique feather-ball cactus as the 
reward of climbing steep mountain 
slopes near Ojo Caliente. Instead 
of sharp spines, the cactus bears 
soft feather-like appendages. On 
limestone ridges one of the small- 
est kinds, the “button cactus,” was 
collected: “Living rocks,” plants 
with colors that mimic their sur- 
roundings, some so diminutive that 
they were hunted on hands and 
knees in spite of the spines, were 
among the rarer varieties found. 
The plants collected are store in 
Mexico, awaiting completion of ar- 
rangements with the Government 
to ship them to the Garden.

Text of Daladier’s Speech; 
Will Fight Hitler to Finish 


poe? is the text of the radio address of Premier Daladier 
of France last night, in which he reaffirmed the determination of 


France not to abandon its fight against Hitler: 


We have been at war 20 days. 
Each night I wish that I might 
speak with you directly to tell you 
the diplomatic and military situa- 
tion and give you the reasons. 

I have confidence in you for I 
think of you unceasingly, young 
men who are fighting, anxious but 


stoic Frenchwomen whose thoughts 
are only love for your son, your 
husband or your fiance. 

I am not the leader of fanatic 
masses. I am charged with direc- 
tion of a nation of free men, a na- 
tion peaceful and humane, and in 
the hard duties which are mine I 
am still a man. . 

“T Visited Our Front.” 


Several days ago I visited our 
front. I walked along the positions 
of one of our armies which has pen- 
etrated several kilometers in Ger- 
man territory. I was able to see 
for myself the worth of our com- 
manders who are profiting from 
the experience of the last war and 
have known how to avoid uncon- 
sidered and murderous offensives. 
I have seen with what calm cour- 
age and with what renewed vigor 
our troops were inspired. 

Among them I felt myself to be 
their comrade of yesterday and of 
today. I watched them with ten- 
derness and with pride. 

They know why they are fight- 
ing. They are fighting because 
Germany has forced war on us, be- 
cause for the last three years the 
devouring German ambition has 
not left Europe a single secure 
day. 

They want to end this scheme 
of incessant menaces and alarms 
which has forced us to mobilize 
three times in a_i single year, 
snatching the farmer from his soil, 
paralyzing economic life and dis- 
organizing homes, 

Fighting Hitler Domination. 


They are fighting because they 
do not want France to be de- 
stroyed beneath a regime of ter- 
ror and moral degradation which 
Hitler’s domination already has 
carried to reign over so many be- 
trayed and martyred peoples. 

This reign of terror has existed 
for years in Germany. It spread 
over Austria and over Czecho- 
Slovakia. Today it is spreading 
over Poland. 

All the efforts we carried out to 
the end to save peace, all the gen- 
erous actions of the highest moral 
political authorities in Europe and 
the United States, the English ef- 
fort, the initiative of the Italian 
Government—all these could re- 
sult only in defeat because the de- 
struction of Poland was secretly 
resolved in advance. 

This destruction was prepared 
by arms and.secret treaties even 
while there was a pretense at ne- 
gotiation. 

And at the chosen hour when 
certain accomplices were assured a 
storm of steel and fire was rained 
on Poland. 

But noble Poland did not hesi- 
tate to gwive us an example of her 
marytyrdom, She added the lesson 
of her heroism. After the first 
defeats, inevitable since Poland 
had not yet completed her mobili- 
zation, when she was abruptly 
seized by the throat, after retreats 
before forces superior in number 
and war material, Polish soldiers 
dug in on the soil of their father- 
land. 

Secret Pact by Reds. 


They were succeeding in re-estab- 
lishing a less extended front. But 
at the moment when infantry and 
cavalry were fighting at Kutno 
against motorized German divi- 
sions, when enemy advance guards 
were being halted before Lwow, 
when encircled Warsaw was shat- 
tering all attacks, the Red army 
entered Poland in its turn as a re- 
sult of a secret pact. 

In reality, since Aug. 23 an ac- 
cord had been concluded between 
Germany and the Soviet Union for 
the dismemberment of Poland. 

Mr. Hitler has pretended that 
he wanted only Danzig, a plebis- 
cite for the Corridor, an auto- 
strade. He still broadcast his as- 
surances even while he had in his 
hands the precious agreement by 
which Germany and Russia were 
to partition their living prey. 

What honest man in no matter 
what country in the world could 
still believe in the word of those 
who today declared themselves 
satisfied or peaceful, now that 
they are covered with blood? What 
Frenchman could have faith in 
their promises today since for 
years all engagements have been 
violated and all signatures torn 


up? 
- Locarno Treaty. 

On March 17, 1934, Mr. Hitler 
declared the German Government 
would not question the validity of 
the treaty of Locarno. On the 
seventh of March, 1936, he tore 
up that treaty and remilitarized the 
Rhineland. So be it, was the re- 
action. The Rhineland is Ger- 
man land, 

On the 2ist of March, 1935, 
he affirmed to the  Reichs- 
tag: “Germany has neither the in- 
tention nor the wish to intervene 
in Austrian internal politics, to an- 
nex Austria.” On March 13th, 
1938, he annexed Austria by force. 
So be it, was the reaction. Austria 
is a country of Germanic race and 
tongue. 

On the 26th of September, 1938, 
he said “Sudeten Germans are the 


last of the problems which must |’ : 


be solved. I assure Mr. Chamber- 
lain that once this problem is 
solved there will be no more ter- 
ritorial problems.”

He demanded the Sudetenland;: a 
majority of the people were of the 
German race and tongue.

But on the 13th of March, 1939, 
Prague was occupied, Bohemia was 
invaded and all Czecho-Slovakia 
reduced to slavery. 

On the 20th of September, 1938, 
Mr, Hitler again said: “Germany 
has decided and she has promised 
to consider the frontiers of Po- 
land as irrevocable.” 


These are the reasons why, when 
Mr. Hitler tells us today after 
destroying Poland that he asks 
for nothing more, when he declares 
he wants nothing from France 
and will respect her frontiers, every 
Frenchman knows he will not hes- 
itate if he can destroy France as 
he destroyed Austria, as he de- 
stroyed Czecho-Slovakia, as he 
seeks to destroy Poland. 


Cites “Mein Kampf.” 


“Mein Kampf” has warned us. 
Did he not write in it that it was 
necessary “to isolate France and 
defeat her?” 

Germany has tried to develop 
within our country propaganda 
looking to the dismemberment of 
our country. She sought with 
money to stimulate pretended au- 
tonomist movements to separate 
our provinces one from another. 
She printed maps showing our 
country amputated and split apart. 
She disguised Germans as Alsatians 
to parade in her congresses and 
celebrations. She sought with gold 
to find traitors in Brittany or Al- 
sace. She does not change her 
methods. She hunted everywhere 
for a Seysz-Inquart (Austrian 
Chancellor who replaced Kurt 
Schuschnigg) to betray his coun- 
try; she hoped to find a Hacha 


(Czecho-Slovak President) to sign

‘But all France was ready. Among 
us there are no traitors but one 
people, unnanimous, courageous and 
resolved, who have written on 
their banners: Liberty or death. 

After so many lies and so many 
denials German propaganda is left 
the last hope; ‘ That of splitting 
the forces which are going to shat- 
ter her march toward world dom- 
ination. It is clear that German 
propaganda now has no more than 
two objectives. It wants to sepa- 
rate France from England. It 
wants to split the French among 
themselves. | 

But when the French listen to 
enemy broadcasts which tell them 
this war is Exngland’s war they 
reply: No, it’s Hitler's war. How 
could one make Frenchmen who 
for months have felt the peril 
growing across their frontiers be- 
lieve they are fighting England’s 
war? 

Value of British Friendship. 

German propaganda is wrong not 
to change its methods when it 
goes beyond the territory of the 
Reich, Frenchmen know from ex- 
perience as well as sentiment the 
value of British friendship, 

They see the British navy chas- 
ing submarines, British planes 
fighting in our skies and British 
sons no longer volunteers but sol- 
diers of duty joining our sons at 
French frontiers. They know as 
well that the same ideal of liberty 
and human dignity beats in the 
hears of Englishmen and French- 
men and hundreds of millions of 
men who in their immense em- 
pires have devoted all their forces 
to a common cause. 

Hitler’s radio can repeat this 
theme to infinity. Not a single 
Frenchman will be his dupe. 

Even more ridiculous is the hope 
of turning Frenchmen against their 
motherland. Goebbels or his suc- 
cessor can broadcast over his radio 
the voices of women who pretend 
to speak for French motherhood. 
These hirelings can read this ap- 
peal which is but an insult to the 
sorrow of true mothers, 

A dishonored Frenchman and 
a traitor to his country may be 
moved to pity in German studios 
about the destiny of our soldiers. 
None of you will be tricked into 
these stupid paths.

POLAND, Sept. 21 (Delayed).— 
Notes from the travel diary of a 
reporter in occupied Poland: 

The rains have finally come to 
Poland, but too late to save the 
Poles. 

“Gen. rain” was to have played 
the same part in the defense of 
Poland that “Gen. Winter” has so 
often played in the defense of Rus- 
sia—to hold up the invading ene- 

my by creating natural conditions 
such as no invader “could over- 
come. The Poles calculated that 
they could hold off the Germans 
wntil the rains came, that the rains 

ould turn the countryside into 
such a sea of mud that heavy 
German mechanized equipment 
would bog down, at least badly 
enough so that the Poles could 
revent too rapid an advance. 

After the rains, .-e Poles cal- 
culated, winter would set in and 
still further hold up the German 
advance so that Poland could hold 
out at least until the following 
summer—by which time the whole 
world situation might have changed 
enough to give Poland a new lease 
en life. 

Rut the rains have been late in 
coming and German mechanized 
equipment was used to the fullest 
i. Besides, the German 

ir force prevented the Poles from 
amiting any kind of an orderly 
withdrawal, turned the first with- 
drawal into a rout and played a 
great, if not the principal, part 
in the savage swiftness with which 
Polish resistance has been de- 

stroyed. 
Estimates on Plante. 

The numbers and types of planes 
that Field Marshal and Air Minister 
Hermann Goering unleashed against 
Poland are, of course, military sec- 
rets. From official German state- 
ments which have been published, 
from detailed descriptions of the 
war in the air, from the outcome of 
the war in the air and from a semi- 
official Italian survey of German 
air strength, issued some time ago, 
it is possible to make certain esti- 
mates of the forces which the Reich 
must have used against the Poles. 

For one thing, German official 
quarters have declared on several 
occasions that only the air forces 
in eastern parts of the Reich were 
used against Poland and that none 
of the units in central and western 
Germany were called into play. 
From this and other official 
information, it seems reasonable to 
suppose that the Reich must have 
used a total of 3000 planes in the 
east. 

Judging by the speed with which 
the Nazis drove the Poles out of 
the air, furthermore, and by the 
principles of type-proportions 

nown to be favored by all air high 
ommands, this total of 3000 must 
have included abowt 1000 pursuit 
planes of various fypes. 

Interesting “Destroyer.” 

One of the most interesting of 
these types of pursuit planes is one 
which the Germans call “destroy- 
ers’ and which was used on an ex- 
tensive scale for the first time in 
the Polish war. The exact nature 
of the German “destroyer” is a 
military secret but it is believed to 
be twin-motored, armed with four 
machine guns, two,-cannons, and in 
£ome cases even to carry bombs, 
although this last point is not clear. 

One of the best reasons for sup- 
posing that the Germans must 
have used 1000 pursuit planes is the 
fact that official reports of the 
fighting seem to show that the 
Reich had a pursuit plane ayailable 
for dealing with every Polish 
plane, and that the Poles are 
known to have had about 1000 
pianes, 

The number of German bomb- 
ers used seems to have been 1300 


or 1400, if the total of 3000 is cor-' 


rect, and if a recent semiofficial 
Italian survey of the German air 
force is accurate. Of the total of 
bombers, about 1000 are believed 
to be heavy planes and from 300 
to 400 dive-bombers. 

The remaining 600 or 700 in the 
total of 3000 must necessarily have 
een observation, transport and 
Other special types.

A good many shots still are ex- 
changed in Cracow (Krakow) every 
night. One visitor counted eight 
between the hours of 10 and 12 the 
other night. “Only eight?” said a 
Gestapo (Nazi secret police) officer 
when asked about this. “That was 
a quiet night.” © 


German police, mostly in steel 
helmets, are directing traffic in 
Cracow and elsewhere throughout 
Poland. Confused by the roaring 
columns of trucks—and by the 
whole situation—an old Polish peas- 
ant leading a farm horse and light 
wagon gets mixed up with traffic 
at a busy corner. He is hustled off 
into a side street by German police- 
men. 


A good many Polish soldiers are 
being allowed to return peaceably 
to their homes so that occupied Po- 
land often presents the bizarre 
spectacle of Polish soldiers in full 
uniform quietly walking along the 
roads. Considering what the reac- 
tion would be, for example, to the 
sight of a French poilu strolling 
calmly through the streets of Ber- 
lin, the spectacle here lends an air 
of unreality to the scene. 


Germans Drafted by Poles. 


Along the road from Cracow to 
Tarnow three truckloads of men in 
Polish uniforms suddenly appear 
around a corner. “Look at the Pol- 
ish prisoners!” says a German. 
“Polish, hell,” snout the prisoners. 
“We are all Germans drafted into 
the Polish army.” 

“Where are you going now?” 
they are asked. “Home!” they all 
shout, and begin to chant, “Sieg 
heil, sieg heil, sieg heil,”’ the Nazi 
cry of victory. 


In Tarnow there was no elec- 
tricity, no gas, no water for two 
days following the German occu- 
pation. Now, electricity is working 
again and water runs with full 
force. 

The people of Tarnow had to con- 
tribute to a “voluntary” Polish de- 
fense fund, turning in their jewelry 
and other precious objects as well 
as money, just before the war broke

Coffee Better Than Berlin’s. 

In the town of Pilzno there is 
still plenty of coffee infinitely bet- 
ter than anything which has been 
tasted in Berlin for several months. 
Peasant children sell hard-boiled 
eggs in the market place to the 
troops as they pause on their way 
through. Others offer milk in 
abundance—without, however, a 
certificate that it has come from 
healthy cows or has been pasteur- 
ized. A breakfast consisting of 
three hard-boiled eggs, two cups of 
excellent coffee and three delicious 
although somewhat primitive su- 
gar rolls cost 40 pfennigs (16 cents 
at par). 

In Jaslo, dark-blue uniformed 
special squads of German oil work- 
ers are already at work exploiting 
the local 6il fields for the Reich. 


In Gorlice the Poles left a big 
refinery untouched when they re- 
treated—and , 4000 liters (slightly 
over that many quarts) of gasoline, 
magnificent booty for the mechan- 
ized German units. 


In Kempen, half-a-dozen shells 
lit in a cemetery and the dust and 
bones of the long dead were blast- 
ed from the earth. 


In Piotrkow a crowd of anguished 
Poles waits despairingly across the 
street from the local prison, which 
has been taken over by the Ger- 
man police, for friends and rela- 
tives detained inside.

Little News for Londoners. . 


In the meantime, your bus con- 
ductor and your taxicab driver and 
your lift operator look in bewilder- 
ment at the changed life of London 
and chafe at the most carefully 
contrived news shortage in the his- 
tory of warfare. 

They know, finally, through an 
official announcement, that British 
troops are in France. They hear, 
from time to time, that ships are 
being sunk and submarine patrols 
are mopping up with considerable 
effect. But beyond that, nothing. 


There are still plenty of old sol- 
diers hereabouts. Every man of 40 
you meet was in uniform 20 years 
ago. And they read the French 
communiques without spoken com- 
ment. An attack on the Siegfried 
line, here, artillery bombardments, 
there; reconnaisance in this cor- 
ner, a pamphiet-dropping expedi- 
tion in another. Reports are num- 
erous, if unvaried, but to these an- 
cient ones, they are singularly lack- 
ing in pattern and coherence. 

“This,” says the taximan, “isn’t 
the kind of war I fought in.” And 
the visitor knows what the taximan 
is talking about, and has no argu- 
ment. 

There were 
days ago, 


signs of change 
when one heard 
singing in the’ blackened streets. 
Other signs are gradually com- 
ing to one’s notice — a few 
ancient but freshly dusted horse 
cabs near Queen Anne’s. gate; 
a notice to housewives to bring 
their own shopping bags to market 
to conserve paper; a fresh warning 
of gasoline rationing soon to come, 
warnings to food hoarders; listing 
of special crafts whose services 
are required by the army and navy. 
And there are lesser signs, less ob- 
vious but no less significant; the 
thinness of the newspapers; the 
general cessation of advertising 
business; the embargo on the ex- 
port of money and securities; the 
decrease in unemployment of in- 
dustrial laborers, the increased un- 
employment in the white-collar 
classes, 

Prices on woolen clothing and 
some sorts of dry goods already 
have gone up, not because of any 
shortage of supplies, but because 
of changed insurance rates that 
have been passed on to the public. 
A few art goods stores seem ready 
to give up the ghost, as well they 
might. Some of the big depart- 
ment stores are getting their sales 
forces on a war-time footing. 


All this means, of course, that 
thousands of people are now out of 
work who never have had any rea- 
son to apply for the dole or any 
other form of public assistance. 
True, the war, if it should turn out 
to be like other wars, will find 
places for them all. 

If London ever felt any worry 
about possible air raids, one finds 
no evidence of it nowadays. Gas 
masks are still an article of uni- 
versal decoration and beauty shops 
are redesigning women’s hair-dos 
to fit tin helmets. Sand bag trucks 
roll in continuously and unload 
their wares. Dikes rise higher 
about show windows and spread 
across new acreages of sidewalk 
skylights. The list of air raid 
shelters increases daily. But 
these are things that even the vis- 
itor scarcely notices. 


Must Pay for Lost Articles. 


On the other hand, the central 
lost and found stations are being 
glutted with lost war parapherna- 
lia. There is now a standard as- 
sessment of 6 pence against any- 
one who comes to rescue a gas 
mask. This pays something of the 
overhead and reminds him, at least 
12 cents’ worth, that he has been 
careless. 

Yesterday, some expert an- 
nounced that colored gas masks 
would be provided for young chil- 
dren, “to make them less alarm- 
ing,” a bit of good news that 
city people received with mixed 
emotions. A Bond street oculist’s

He waited 10 minutes, mean- 
while getting the name of the Fa- 
nad Head and its position. It was 
282 miles away from his own ship, 
he figured.

RESENTED RESTRICTIONS 


F there is one abuse more than 
Bates that the human child 

resents it is being bound and 
held. The feel of bonds, of restric- 
tion upon his movements, sends a 
child into a fighting rage. This is 
instinctive. Being bound means be- 
ing helpless, and helplessness brings 
on great fear and the ultimate of 
fear is rage. Don’t bind a baby, 
‘then. Don’t hold him tight. Don’t 
‘pin him to his mattress. Don’t tie 
‘him up.. Don’t do anything to him 
that robs him of his feeling of in- 
dependent, self-directing movement. 

Well-meaning nyrses and moth- 
ers often tuck the little children 
firmly in their beds. Too firmly. 
|They stretch the sheets and blan- 
kets tightly across the child and 
underneath the mattress. The 
child is so tightly wedged in his 
cocoon that he cannot turn in his 
bed. ‘ 
Turning in bed is necessary to a 
sound sleep. The bound baby, so 
neatly tucked in, will waken and 
cry. His nurse will come to see 


what is wrong, tell him he is all 


right, and tuck him in tighter than 
ever. Soon he will waken again, 
and cry angrily. This spoils his 
rest and teaches him to dislike his 
bed, something that works the mis- 
chief with a baby’s day. 

Some equally well-meaning peo- 
ple-put guards on children’s hands 
and arms to prevent them from 
sucking their thumbs. The _  re- 
straint is more likely to increase 
the trouble than to remove it. 
Children suck their thumbs for com- 
fort, and if ever a child needed 
comfort,. it is the bound and hob- 
bled victim of good intentions. 

The bed covering should be light 
and the air ought to circulate in 
the child’s bed. The room ought 
to be warm enough to allow this 
and the bed clothing and body 
clothing loose enough to allow easy 
movement. The bed coverings can 
be tucked in about the child with- 
out going to the extreme of bind- 
ing him. 

Bed clothes that bind, or that 
are too heavy, cause nightmares. 
Children waken in fear because 
of the feeling of weight, of fetters

upon them. Anything that causes 
this feeling brings on fear, and, 
of course, a nightmare is fearful, 
caused by fear. 

A child ought to be bathed 
gently, dried as gentiy, soothed 
and dressed softly in order to in- 
duce pleasant, ’restful sleep. The 
temperature of the room should be 
cool, neither hot nor cold, but cool. 
The bed clothing should be warm 
enough and light enough to feel 
comfortable without attracting at- 
tention one way or the other. Any 
tucking in that is done should be 
just enough to secure the bed cloth- 
ing from sliding off, and no more. 
And the child should go to sleep 
feeling happy, secure and free. 

This is more important than 
most people realize. Sleep is as 
necessary as food. There is qual- 
ity in sleep, too, just as there is 
in food. The sound, deep, care- 
free sleep that gives rest to the 
tired body and restoration to the 
worn muscles and nerve cells has 
in it the quality of health that 
blesses and heals. Do nothing to 
lessen that.

HE State Department is Amer- 
T ice’ first “line of defense, win- 

ning friends abroad, safeguard- 
ing our peace and looking after our 
diplomatic and commercial inter- 
ests—yet it costs each American 
citizen only 12 cents a year to keep 
it going! ... The department has 
its own intelligence service, (Mem- 
bers are taken from their regular 
jobs and are assigned to track 
down information which, for diplo- 
matic reasons, can’t be turned over 
to the G-Men or police) ... The 
hokus-pokus surrounding diplo- 
matic pouches is more tradition 
than anything else. The State De- 
partment sends all messages of any 
importance via cable. (The diplo- 
matic pouches, which are 50 
carefully sealed and locked, con- 
tain mostly newspapers and pam- 
phiets.) 


All State Department cables are 
sent in code, and one of the mir- 
acles of the age is the department’s 
code machine, which the public will 
get a glimpse of for the first time 
in Warners’ “Espionage Agent,” a 
timely flicker. The machine, which 
looks like a huge typewriter, auto- 
matically codes and decodes mes- 
sages ... To send a message in 
code, the operator merely types it 
out on the large keyboard. De- 
coding a message is even simpler 
—insert the me e into a slot in 
the machine, turn a dial at the 
side, press a button, and the keys 


4 automatically leap up and down, 


typing out the translation. The 
machine was only recently perfect- 
ed, after 18 years of experimenta- 
tion, at a cost of more than a 
million dollars ...

(The building is what F. D. R. sees 
when he looks out of his office 
window.) . . . The grandfather 
clock in Hull's office has been with 
the Dep’t since it began operation 
in 1777. . . . Hull frequently phones 
Henry L. Stimson, who was Secre- 
tary of State in Hoover’s Cabinet, 
for the lowdown on the situation 
in the Far East.

The Foreign Serv- 
ice used to be kidded as a haven 
for “cookie pushers.” But on the 
walls of the State Department is 
a memorial tablet listing the names 
of some three-score diplomatic and 
consular officers of the U. 8S. who 
lost their lives while on active duty. 


Before Congress passed a law re- 
quiring ‘applicants for the foreign 
service to pass regular exams, 
Harvard supplied most of the men 
in the service. . . . Students in the 
department's training school don’t 
know their destinations. until they 
complete the course in December.
